As any person can 
readily see, the moment the question 1s an- 
swered the interest departs. It was a slight 
theme upon which to build what Mr. 
Rosenfeld is pleased to call a musical com- 
edy drama in three acts, but as the plot is so 
immaterial as a rule no one knew exactly 
what the developments might be, and expec- 
tation stood upon tiptoe. The Rosenfeld 
story is briefly this: Pausanlas, King of 
Sparta, having gained certain victories, de- 
sires to celebrate them by a fete. He giories 
in his prowess, but is sad because he is not 
refined. He would be cultured as the schol- 
ars of Athens. An elderly Athenian maiden, 
Polyxena, humors him in this, and he deter- 
mines to remodel the penal code. He orders 
the Ephori, or Chief — to review 
the punishments and add a refining touch to 
the tortures. 

They offer a prize for the best suggestions. 
Lamachus, a soldier, suggests two cages, 
one containing a lady, the other a tiger. It 
pleases the King, and the soldier has a lau- 
rel placed on his brow. Unknown to Pau- 
sanias his daughter has become enamored of 
Lamachus and he of her. 

In the second act Polyxena implores 
the king to let her be incarcerated in the 
cage as the beautiful maiden. The King’s

The third act is overlooking the arena. 
Irene, upon beholding Lamachus facing the 
doors, pointed to that which contained the 
tiger, evidently determined to yield him up 
to death rather than to surrender to the lady.

COLLIDED WITH MEN-OF-WAR. 


Barges Run Into the Atlanta and Galena 
and Are Sunk. 
New Orteans, La, May 7.—[Special.}— 


For several hours in the middle of the day. 


there was a heavy fall df rain, accompanied 
by high wind and considerable lightning. 
The river especially was stormy, and about 1 
o’clock, when the towooat Future City was 
coming down the river with. eight barges 
from St. Louis, the storm blew her against 
tne United States man-of-war Atlanta, lying 
in midstream.

SENT TO THE BOTTOM WITH HER CREW. 


The Steamer Eureka Probably Lost in a 
Collision with the Benison. 

NoRFOLK, Va., May 7.—The British steamer 
Benison, Capt. Aitkenhead, from Matanzas 
to Philadelphia, was towed in here today in 
distress. She was in collision yesterday 168 
miles off Cape Henlopen with the steamer 
Eureka, Capt. Quick, from New York to New 
Orleans. When the fog lifted, about half an 
hour afterward, the Eureka was nowhere in 
sight, and itis feared she wassunk. After 
the collision there was the sound of escaping 
steam and one whistle. The Benison’s bow 
was badly stove in, and she would have sunk 
but for her water-tight compartments. 

The Eureka is a freight-boat and carries 
no passengers. Hercrew all told numbers 
thirty-eight persons. The Benison struck 
the Eureka square amidships.

Frank Lawler played it on the other Chica- 
go members today.

BIG GUNS FOR TRIAL USE. 


The Second of the Fifty-three-Ton Cannon 
Ready to Go on the Field.

The New York Times expresses probably 
the fears of more than one set of managers 
when it says the friends of Judge Gresham 
are making too much noise in the West.” 
The conservatave Boston Advertiser expresses 
a somewhat similar fear. Some of the organs 


of the Senatorial “ combine make known 


their fears by silence on the subject. The Bos- 
ton Journal, a leading Republican paper, not 
actuated by petty factional jealousies or con- 
trolled by political managers, recognizes gen- 
erously the importance of the Chicago move- 
ment in favor of Gresham, and has kind words 
to say of the candidate, while the Spring field 
Republican, which, despite the locality of its 
publication, has a slightly Western fla vor, 
regards “the Gresham boom as the most 
hopeful sign which the Republican conven- 
tions have yet brought to light.“ This is a sie- 
nificant utterance coming from a mugwump 
organ which has tired of Grover Cleveland 
and his civil-service-reform humbug. The 
Albany Zuzpress says:

HAMILTON AS A PROTECTIONIST. 

An interesting and instructive colloquy 
took place between Wilson of West Virginia 
and Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts in 
the course of the tariff debate in the House 
last week. Mr. Wilson had been presenting 
proofs showing the prosperous condition of 
labor and manufacturing capital under the 


„low tariff of 1846, passed by the Democrats, 


and the still lower tariff of 1857, passed by 
the Republicans, and contrasting the condi- 
tion then with the present state of things, 
especially among the farmers, when Mr. 
Lodge interrupted him to question the ac- 
curacy in point of date of some of the author- 
ities cited. Answering the objections satis- 
factorily Mr. Wilson with a quick turn asked 
Mr. Lodge himself to take the witness-stand, 
and if possible, as a high war tariff in ume of 
peace Congressman, answer some of the 
statements he had made as a biographer when 
writing the life of Alexander Hamilton. 
The colloquy between Wilson and Lodge ran 
as follows: 

Mr. Wilson, continuing, said that Mr. Lodge 
had written the life of Alexander Hamilton, and 
he wanted to b the gentleman's recollection 
to the following extract written before politics 
had taken possession of him: In the year 1791 
Hamilton was a 3 at the present day 
he would probab 55 de foremost in urging a re- 
vision of the tariff.” [Applause and laughter. 

Mr. Lodge was glad that the gentleman had 
read the passage, for he had not changed his 


views. 

Mr. Wilson (reading)—* Hamilton would now 
be a moderate protectionist, but not one of 
those who su heavy duty in order to furnish 
to industries already firmly established a protec- 
tion which accrued solely to the benefit of the 
manufacturer and no one else.“ [Laughter and 
9 That, commented Mr. Wilson, was 
written since 1842. [Laughter.] 

r. Lodge— What is the date of that book? 

Mr. Wilson—1883. 

Mr. Lodge—The copyright date? 

. Wilson—1882. 

Mr. Lodge—That was before the revision of 
1888. [Renewed laughter. } | 

Mr. Wilson—When that was written the aver- 
age tariff in this country was 42% per cent and 
now itis 47 percent. [ Applause. 


Mr. Wilson’s point was well put, and if Mr. 
Lodge had not been taken by surprise and 
had been allowed time to think he would 
hardly have claimed that under the Hamil- 
tonian doctrine of a tariff there could be any 
less necessity for revision and reduction now 


than there was in 1883. In fact, as Mr. Wil- | 


son showed, the average rate of the tariff is 
now nearly 5 per cent higher than it was in 
1882. The revision of 1888 was conducted 
so furtively that many important rates, as on 
glass, pottery, zinc, étc., were actually ad- 
yanced, and as the prices of foreign’ goods 
have cheapened considerably since that time 
in consequence of new inventions, specific 
duties substituted for ad valorem make a 
higher percentage than before, and hence 
the average of the tariff is now nearly 5 per 
cent above the average of 1882. Needless 
taxation has increased to that extent in the 
last five years, and if the Hamiltonian doc- 
trino would have required a lowering of the 
tariff in 1882 it would be still more urgent in 
calling for a reduction now. 
Hamilton was, as Mr. Lodge states, a 
„moderate protectionist,” just as Presidents 
Garfieid and Arthur were, and thereis noth- 
ing in his writings that tends to justify 
bounty monopoly and overtaxation. A 
though styled “the father of protection,” 
Hamilton based his theory of tariff taxation 
on grounds which the ultra-protectionists of 
the present day do not accept. In his cele- 
brated report on the tariff he said: “If the 
“system of perfect liberty to industry and 
““commerce were the prevailing system of 
“nations the arguments which aissuade a 
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ed free trade it was impossible for the 


‘United States to do so, and that this country 


‘could not exchange with Europe on 
equal terms.” It was “the want of 
reciprocity” of which he complained. 
His strongest argument in favor of pro- 
tection was thus stated: The restrictive 
regulations which in foreign markets abridge 
the vent of the increasing surplus of our 
agricultural products serve to beget an ear- 
nest desire that a more extensive demand for 
the surplus may be created at home.“ Thus, 
in Hamilton’s view, a tariff was largely a 


| method of retaliation, and now that thé re- 
_strctive regulations, which in foreign mar- 


kets’ abridged the vent of our agricult- 
ural produce,” have been nearly all re- 
moved his principal arrument is no longer 
applicable. Beyond a doubt Hamilton, if 
living now, would be “a moderate protec- 
tionist, but not one of those who support a 
heavy duty in order to furnish to industries 
already firmly established a protection which 
accrues solely to the benefit of the manu- 
facturer and no one else.”’ 


THE WATER-HEATING SYSTEM. 
Elsewhere in this issue of Tue Trisuns is 
printed a somewhat detailed description of 
the new method introduced in Boston of 
transmitting heat and power from a common 
generating centre to buildings of all descrip- 
tions within a radius of half a mile or more 
through the agency of water. As it is likely 
that efforts will be made soon to introduce 
the system in Chicago the municipal authori- 
ties and the citizens generally ought to give 

the matter their earnest consideration. 
Several schemes for manufacturing gas for 
purposes of power and heat as well as light 


have been presented to the municipal author- 


ities within the last year. There is one such 
proposition now pending before the City Coun- 
cil. Before the Aldermen commit themselves 
to any line of policy in reference to the gas 
projects they would better make a careful in- 
vestigation of the water-heating system as 
described in Tun TRI BUx E. It is claimed for 
the system that it is more economical, clean- 
er, and safer than any heating or power sys- 
tem known. The machinery is not cumbrous 
and the plant can be laid without inconven- 
ience to the public. A four-inch pipe will 
convey sufficient superheated water under 
the proposed system to heat buildings having 
a frontage of one mile. These mains 
can be laid in alleys as well as 
in streets. The house connection pipes 
being but half-inch ones, they will 
not occupy an inconvenient space. A pipe of 
a quarter of an inch in diameter, it is claimed, 
will be ample to supply an ordinary house 
with sufficient heat for comfort and for cook- 
ing and running light machinery, elevators, 
etc. The Herald building in Boston (which is 
as large as Tue Tripune’s here) is furnished 
with sufficient heat by the system through an 
inch pipe to run the machinery for its 
presses and its elevators and to supply ail 
the necessary steam for heating purposes. 

A feature of the new system which must 
impress municipal bodies favorably is the 
fact that a building cad be piped so that in 
case of fire the hot water can be turned on 
automatically in the apartment where the 
fire originates. This water will expand im- 
mediately into steam in such a way as to 
make combustion impossible. Thus the sys- 
tem will become an agency in aid of the City 
Fire Department. In fact, if the water- 
heating system is all the promoters claim for 
it the sooner it is introduced in Chicago the 
better. This city ought to be fully abreast 
of the times, and should not lag behind 
either New York or Boston. 


CLEVELAND DISCIPLINES A PARTY ORGAN. 

The 14th of July, 1886, the President 
wrote: I deem this a proper time especial- 
ly to warn all subordinates in the several 
departments and all officeholders under the 
General Government against the use of their 
Official positions in attempts to control polit- 
ical movements in their localities.’’ If this 
is good doctrine for the officeholders it 
should be good doctrine for the President 
also. What is sauce for the goose is sauce 
for the gander. And yet the propounder of 
this doctrine has gone so far in his inter- 
meddling—not with State or National but 
even with municipal politics—as to visit his 
displeasure upon a newspaper, the Albany 
(N. ¥.) Times, because it has not supported 
him as enthusiastically as it should. The 
Utica Herald says an order came recently from 
the President to D. Cady Herrick, the Cleve- 
land manager at Albany, that the Times 
(Dem.) of that city must be dropped from 
the roll of tne Albany official papers. Her- 
rick passed the order round among the Dem- 
ocratic Aldermen with no other explanation 
than Cleveland wants the Zimes sat on.“ 
The Aldermen demurred at first, but it was 
of no use, and at last all of the seventeen 
Democrats but two obeyed the order. One 
of these, a son of the late Chancellor Pruyn, 
had been agreed upon for Chairman of the 
board, butas he refused absolutely to obey 
the order of the Washington autocrat an- 
other and more compliant Democrat was 
made Chairman. The reasons for the pun- 
ishment of the Times are, first, that it has 
contended the President cannot take a sec- 
ond term consistently after the sentiments 
he expressed in his le.ter of acceptance; 
second, that it has commented somewhat 
freely upon the want of harmony between 
his promises and performances; third, and 
worst of all, that it has been friendly to 
Hill. 

This is a fair sample of thé smallness of 
the politician whois at the head of the Ad- 
ministration, and smaller, meaner business 
was never yet charged against a President 
of the United States. Itis possible that the 
President's apologists may find some way of 
condoning this extraordinary use of National 
power and patronage to injure a local party 
newspaper because it does not join in the 
general adulation of him, and to strike at a 
man whom he suspects of being a rival, 
though his friend. Now that Grover Cleve- 
land has thrown off the mask of civil-service 
reform and has come out in his true colors 
he has shown himself to be the petty, nar- 
row-gaged, partisan politician that he was 
when he ran for Sheriff of Erie County ana 
great only in bis girth. 


HONEST ELECTION BILLS. 

The movement to secure honest elections 
by the operation of improved methods for 
printing, distributing, and polling baliots 
seems to be making considerable progress 
both in Massachusetts and New York. In 
the former State a bill is pending based 
largely upon the Australian law, which was 
adopted in Engiand after it had proved its 
success in the colony. By the provisions of 
this bill all nominations for State candidates 
must be certified to the Secretary of State at 
least fourteen days before the election, and 
for municipal candidates to City Clerks at 
least six days before. The names of all the 
candidates to be voted for at the same poll - 
ing place are then placed on the same ticket. 
This ticket the voter receives from an official! 
distributor, and entering an inclosed area in 
the polling-room all he has to do is to mark a 
cross against the names he prefers. He win 


have had ample opportunity to acquaint him- 


self with the names of the candidates before- 
hand, as they will have been made public in 
various ways. To secure absolute secrecy 


the polling-place is arranged so that a num- 
ber of voters can prepare their tickets at the 
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The bill pending in the New York Legis- 
lature, where it has passed the Assembly, is 
similar to the Massachusetts bill and de- 
rives its principal provisions from the En- 
glish system. The Albany Zvening Journal 
says: “It insures privacy to, the voter by 
allowing him to prepare his ballot in a booth, 
keeps ‘heelers’ and ‘workers’ at a dis- 
tance from the polls, and heavily punishes 
bribery, besides preventing deception in 
bunching tickets by making the Government 
provide all ballots,” As ten Democrats in 
the House were honest enough to vote for it 
there is little doubt that it will pass the Sen- 
ate also, but its fate at the hands of the Gov- 
ernor is uncertain. 

While both these measures are somewhat 
cumbersome in the machinery they provide 
to secure an honest ballot, they are moves in 
the right direction and ought to be passed. 
will be sufficient to suggest 
methods for simplifying the machinery 
and making it thoroughly practical and 
smooth-working. They at least will re- 
lieve candidates from the enormous sums 
now assessed upon them, will secure honest 
tickets and an honest method of voting them, 
and will free the voter from the crowd of 
clamorous and menacing bummers, heelers, 
and “fine workers“ who now make voting 
so difficult and sometimes dangerous. The 
Opportunities for corrupting the ballot will 
be much less and votes will not be so likely 
regarded and treated as merchandise under 
some such laws as those now pending in the 
two States mentioned. If they are too com- 
plicated in their machinery it will be easy to 
simplify them after a single trial.

The most northerly railway in the worid will be 
one now being constructed in Sweden. It will 
run from Lulea. on the Gulf of Bothnia, through 
Swedish Lapland to the White Sea. The Win- 
nipeg Commercial says: Within the last few 
weeks the road has been constructed to a point 
within the Arctic circié, and the first locomotive 
has crossed the imaginary line which is 88 
to inclose the regions where the Frost King holds 
almost complete sway. The head of the Gulf 
of Bothnia, where the road commences, is itself 
within a short distance of the Arctic circle. The 
most northerly point reached by rail in Canada 
is on the Canadian Pacific Railway, about the 
summit of the Rocky Mountains, being about 
half-way between latitudes 51° and 52°. The 
terminus of the Manitoba Northwestern Railway 
reaches within a few miles of latitude 51°. The 
southern point of the Swedish road will be in the 
neighborhood of latitude 67°, or about sixteen 
degrees north of the most northerly point 
reached in Canada by rail.“

IT PAYS TO BE A ROYAL EULER. 


The Profits of Consenting to Wear the Tog- 
gery of a King. 

New York Graphic: The trade of a King, 
judging by the current statements made of 
the fortune left by the late Kaiser Wilhelm, 
must be a good one. It is announced as 
amounting to 24,000,000 marks, of which one- 
half is placed in the Crown Treasury and the 
other half is divided according to the will 
left by the Kaiser. 

A German mark is twenty-three cents and 
eight mills of our currency. The late Em- 
peror’s fortune then was $5,612,000. One- 
half, or 2, 806, 000, is divided. The Dowager 
Empress Augusta receives $714,000; the 
Grand Duchess of Baden, Frederick’s sister, 
the Crown Prince and Prince Henry, his 
brother, and the Crown Princess are each 
bequeathed $238,000. Prince Henry has al- 
ready received an estate of the same value as 
his present bequest. The total amount be- 
queathed by the will to these members of his 
family is $1,656,000. The balance, $1,150,000, 
is bequeathed to other persons. 

The Royal House of Hohenzollern is a pru- 
dent one. It is also a rich one. The head of 
it need not be named in his predecessor’s 
will, as by entail and family compact he re- 
ceives a great estate, consisting of lands, 
residences, franchises, and business of a 
5 rofitable character in different forms. The 
{ Emperor’s civil list 1s $3,055,000 per 
year. This is a pretty good “billet” for an 
old soldier. The Bradenburger Sergeant 
who has just passed over might have-earned 
a few thousand marks a year if he had been 
compelled to depend upon his own resources, 
but it is doubtful. However, he had his 
fortune and did not waste it. 

The “softest snap,“ to use a bit of slang, 
in all Europe is that which the Queen of 
Great Britain and Empress of India is in pos- 
session of. She has been on the throne over 
fifty years. During that ‘period the British 

have given her, under the name of 
civil list expenditures, $98,275,000. In addi- 
tion to this vast total $48,676,765 nas been ex- 
pended (counting 1888) for the maintenance of 
seventeen royai residences, stables, etc. The 
total direct expenditure for the Queen alone 
for her fifty-one, years is $142,951,765, or 
over $2,800,000 per annum. There is at this 
date an annual expendture in addition for 
other members of the royal family of $1,300,- 


000. 

The thrifty lady who has had this vast in- 
come at her disposal has taken care to make

money has been voted to enable her to keep 
up the ornamental state considered necessary 
for aroyal position.

THE PROCESS OF TATTOOING IN BURMAH 


A Tedious and Painful Operation Endured 
by the Help of Opium. 

Cornhill Magazne: Pho Myin, the subject, 
is lying on a mat, quite nude, with a dazed 
look in his half-closed eyes and breathing 
heavily. Moung Daw nods at him meaningly. 
„He has taken much opium,“ he says grin- 
ning at me. I am not surprised at it. If the 
Htokwinsayahgyee was going to exercise 
his art upon me for four or five hours I 
should follow the Burman’s plan and take 
opium by the way of an anesthetic. The 
tattooing will show well on the plump, fair- 
skinned lad before us, and the professor 
evidently thinks he is a subject to take pains 
with, as he sits carefully mixing his ink in a 
joint of bamboo and preparing his weapon. 
This is a brass rod nearly two feet long and 
about an inch thick; it is weighted at the top 
with an ornamental figure, and at the other 
end it has a holiow point divided by two 
cross slits into four fine points. 

The professor examines the “business 
end critically, and having satisfied himself 
that itis sharp enough tucks up his putsoe 
and squats at Pho in’s side. Selecting a 
spot on the thigh. he places both feet on ita 
few inches apart, and, stretching the skin 
tight, draws the outline of the first a 
tiger rampant—with an inky splinter of 
bamboo; this 1s soon done, and, relieving 
himself of a large mouthful of betelnut, the 
professor settles down to work in earnest. 
Leaning forward through his widely parted 
knees, he balances the brass style daintily, 
and, clasping it with the finger and thumb 
of the right hand, makes a bridge of the 
left, which he restson the surface between 
his feet. After sliding the instrument 
through his fingers once or twice, as if to 
take aim,he makes a start and pricks away 
steadily with a light, firm touch that is 
wonderfully quick and true. In less than 
five minutes the tiger, with its surrounding 


border, is finished, and the artist removes his 


eet from the distended skin and washes off 
the superfiuous ink to see how his work has 
come out. Everybody presses forward to 
look at the pitture, which shows up in bold 
relief on the rapidly formed swelling. Moung 
Salk exchanges a remark with his wife, and 
the tattooer resumes his working position to 
draw the outline of the next figure. The 
boy, stupefied with opium, lies insensible to 
pain, while one figure after another gradually 
appears on his skin. 

as the points of style sink they draw 
little blood, but the limb swelis in a manner 
that would alarm any one who did not know 
it would return to its normal sizé m a day or 
two. Fever sometimes supervenes, and in 
that case the patient waits for a time before 
the work of illustration 1s resumed, so it 
often extends over the period of a week or 
ten days, during which. the inconvenience 
suffered is considerable. Without tne aid of 
opium the process would be a much longer 
one. 1 found that 1 could not endure the 
application of the style for more than thirty 
consecutive seconds without flinching so 
much as to interfere with the operator’s 
movements; for the skin is pricked over so 
closely that it becomes too tender to sustain 
their repetition. Eight rupees is the usual 
fee paid to a tattooer for endowing a lad with 
breeches. The figures that compose them 
vary little, consisting as a rule of tigers, 
“ nagas ” (dragoons), and “ beloos” (devils). 
Each one is surrounded with a border of 
sentences, generally illegible, invoking good 
luck upon the owner of the skin whereon 
they are inscribed. The waist and knees are 
neatly finished off with a tasteful edging of 
point or a scroli pattern; these sensitive parts 
of the body are the last to be done, and 
tattooers have told me that the pain caused 
—— arouses the patient from his 

rpor.

A German traveler, Herr G. A. Krause, sends

He says 
that the success of his tour is due to his modest 
equipment, for he penetrated without exciting 
attention where a large expedition would not 
have been permitted to pass. His only serious 
difficulty arose when his supply of quinine gave 
out, but he was fortunate enough to discover 
near Salaga a plant which acted as a febrifuge, 
and without which he would not have dared to 
proceed on his journey. He sent specimens of 
this plant to the missionary physician, Dr. Fisch, 
at Abur. on the Gold Coast, but they did not 
reach their destination.

The Damage to the Wallula’s Cargo by an 
Obstruction in the River at Wells Street 
Gives Rise to a Fine Legal Point Regard- 
ing the Liability—Judge Blodgett De- 
cides the Anchor Line Must Pay for the 
Loss of a Schooner. 


A nice point in maritime law never before 
raised in Chicago and seldom elsewhere has 
arisen over the onstruction in the south draw of 
Wells street bridge.

She was unloaded and taken to dry dock. About 
9,000 bushels of her corn cargo were wet, and the 
total damage amounted to between $4,000 and 
6,000.

But their lands certainly are worth 
much more than they were in 1873, and tne 
settlers, if they are not subjected w a reap- 
praisement, should at least pay the price at 
which the lands were appraised in that year. 

“If the holders of the interests of the al- 
lottees have such a title as will give them a 
standing in the courts of Kansas, I do not 
think they. need fear defeat by being charged 
with improvements under the Occupying 
Claimants’ act; for it has been decided in a 
case to be found in the 20th volume of Kansas 
reports, at page No. 374, that ‘ Neither the 
title nor possession of the Indian owner, se- 
cured by treaty with the United States Gov- 
ernment, can be disturbed by State legisla- 
tion; and the Occupying Claimants’ act has 
no pO grr in this case.’

IN THE SENATE. 


Considering the Railroad Land Forfeiture 
and Cattle Bills. 

Wasurnerton, D. C., May 7.—In the Senate 
today the conference report on House bill 
granting to the City of Grand Forks, Dak., 
the right to build two free bridges across the 
Red River was made and agreed to. 

The consideration of the Railroad Land 
Forfeit bill was then resumed, the question 
being on the amendment offered by Mr. 
Palmer providing that no sale or entry shall 
be confirmed to the prejudice ot any pre- 
emption or homestead claim now filed under 
existing decisions of the Secretary of the 
Interior that was existing Jan. 1, 1 

Mr. Palmer offered an amendment provid- 
ing that nothing in the act shall be construed 
to confirm any private entry for land hereto- 
fore settied upon and now claimed under 
color of the Hom or Preémption law, 
but that in all such cases the Commissioner 
of the General Land-Ottice and Secretary of 
the Interior shall hear and determine the 
claims of the parties respectively by the pro- 
visions of existing laws. 

Mr. Spooner opposed the latter amendment 


and the bill went over till tomorrow. 


The House bill to restore to the public do- 
main a part of the Umtan Valley Indian 
reservation in Utah was taken from the cal- 
endar and passed (with some verbal amend- 
ments). 

The Senate then resumed consideration cf 
the bill to provide for a Bureau of Animal 
Industry to facilitate the exportation of live- 
stock and their products and to extirpate 

leuro-pneumonia, and was addressed by 
. Reagan in opposition to the bill. 

Mr. Coke made an argument against the 
bill. He said his opposition to it was strength- 
ened by the remarks made last Thursday as 
to the Chicago syndicate having a lobby in 
Washington to lobby forthe bill. That fact 
was evidence to his mind that the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture was not pliant to the 
blandishments ot the Chicago syndicate. He 
trusted the Commissioner because the syndi- 
cate did not want him. That syndicate was 
colled Ike an anaconda around the beef-pro- 
ducing and beef-consuming interests of the 
country. 

Mr. Blair, a member of the Committee on 
Agriculture said that so far as he knew 
there had been no human being lobbying 
for the bill; and that the Senator from 
Kansas who had spoken about the Chicago 
syndicate was in favor of its passage. 

Mr. Coke said that the Senator from 
Kansas desired to have the commission 
feature of the bill stricken out and that 


the Senator did say that lobbies in the in- 


terest of the Chicago syndicate had been and 

were in Washington, working forsthe bill.

GENERAL CAPITAL NEWS. 


The Senate Ratifies the Chinese Treaty 
Without a Division. 

WasurncTon, D. C., May 7.—The Senate, 
in executive session, ratified the Chinese 
Senators Teller 
and Mitchell made speeches in which they 
set forth the grounds of their opposition to 
the treaty, but did not demand a vote. Sen- 
ator Edmunds has reported the fisheries 
treaty adversely, submitting a written ma- 
jority report, and Senator Morgan submit- 
ting the favorable minority report. Mr. Ed- 
munds gave notice that he would call up the 
treaty a week hence. . 

GETTING BACK A LITTLE LAND. 

The Secretary of the Interior today ren- 
dered a decision in the case of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company vs. Z. S. Martin 
of the Fargo, Dak., land district, in which 
he holds that the Government had a right to 
create a reservation for military purposes 
from lands tying within the hmuits of the 
withdrawal on the general route for the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, and that this act of 
reservation by the Executive Department 
excepted the lands from the grant, and they 
were therefore public lands. The reserva- 
tion in question (Fort Seward) was made by 
Gen. Hancock, but was not approved by the 
President until two years thereafter. 

BAYARD’S VIEWS ON TANGIER. 

The following statement in regard to the 
Tangier affair is issued by the Department of 
State: It is not true that there has been any 
refusal by the Sultan of Morocco to arbi- 
trate. He proposed to Mr. Lewis some weeks 
ago to send a special agent two 2 to dis- 
cuss with Mr. Lewis the matters of difference 
all quesuons upon which they could not 

to be referred to some third person. 
With the approval of the State Department 
Mr. Lewis. agreed to this, and, after some 
discussion as to details, a complete under- 
standing was reached. The meetings were 
to begin Saturday last. The presence of 
the Quinnebaug at Tangier was casual and 
had nothing to do with the discussions be- 
tween Mr. wis and the authorities. The 
Quinnebaug is on a regular cruise.

Pipes to Be Used for Cooking, Heating, 
and Motive Power—It Is Working Suc- 
cessfully in Boston and Will Soon Come 
to Chicago. ' 

For some time a new method for the trans- 
mission of heat for motive power in ma- 
chinery, for house-heating, cdéoking, and 
other domestic purposes has been in opera- 
tion in Boston and New York, and has 
worked so successfully there that its intro- 
duction in Chicago is only a question of brief 
time. The agent of transmission is super- 
heated water, and the principle on which it 
is based is the great capacity of water to ab- 
sorb and to hold heat. The machinery for 
the generation of the heat and for its trans- 
mission is on the whole rather simpie—at 
least it is not complex—consisting of gen- 
erating boilers in atubular shape located at 
a generating centre and pipes ar- 
ranged somewhat as gas-pipes are ar- 
ranged for conveying the superheated water 
to buildings from the main pipe connected 
directly with the generator, also return, or 
what may be called waste-pipes (though part 
of their object is to prevent waste), which 
convey the water back to the point from 
which it was started on its heating errand 
after it has fulfilled its mission. At the 
centre or generating point there is a series 
of boilers connected with a pump, which is 
in turn connected with a four-inch pipe. The 
superheated water (at 420° Fahrenheit) is 
taken from the top of the boiler by the pump 
and forced through the pipe at a speed 
varying from one to ten or even fifteen feet 
per second. The pipe is laid in the streets 
in a continuous line or loop, which returns to 
the station and connects with another pump, 
which in turn is connected with tne boiler. 
By this means the pipe forms a close circuit 
of superheated water, whose temperature at 
the end where it is returned to the boiler 
again is never allowed to fall below 400° 
Fahrenheit. If none of this water is used, 
it is, of course, returned to the boiler again 
without loss except by radiation of heat. If 
any of it has been used its place has to be 
filled by water from another source. 

In addition to the hot-water or supply-pipe, 
there is areturn water-pipe for the water 
which has been used for heating or other pur- 
poses. In this pipe there is no pressure, as 
under no circumstances is the water which 
flows through it over 212° Fahrenheit, and itjis 
rarely over 160°. This pipe is laid in such a 
way as to cause a natural flow of the water 
bac« to the central station, where it runs into 
a receiving tank and is then pumped into the 
boiler, where it is reheated to 420°, or there- 
abouts, and is sent on its course again through 
the hot-water pipe. By this means the same 
water is used over and over again. In tne 
work which is being successfully operated in 
Boston the pipes through the streets were 
laid with extreme care, and in a manuer which 
is believed to be the best that can be devised. 

Trenches two and a half or three feet 
wide, and varying from two and a half to 
eight feet deep, were dug. Along the bottom 
of the trench was spread a uniform layer of 
cement eight inches thick. Once in every 
tifteen feet a brick pier was introduced into 
the cement, and solidly embedded init. On 
some of these piers is placed a bracket of a 
solid arch-shaped casting supporting a roller 
covered by a cap. This roller carries the 
four-inch supply-pipe so that it can readily 
and evenly.expand and contract under varia- 
tions in temperat while the cap confines 
the pipe so that it is kept in a fairly straight 
line. irectly underneath the arch of the 
bracket is a second roller which supports in 
a similar manner the eight-inch return-pipe, 
which expands and contracts as easily as the 
W a 

@ method) providing for this expansion 
and contraction is one of the features of the 
work. The telescopeexpansion joint is used. 
It consists of a large casting baving two 
longitudinal holes, into which the ends of the 
supply and return pipes areintroduced. At 
one end of the casting these holes are sup- 
plied with ae ae the ends of the pipes 
are screwed into them as into an ordinary 
coupling. By this means, as the expansion 
joint is firmly bolted to the masonry founda- 
tion, the joint forms an anchorage so that 
one end of the section of pipe to which it is 
attached is firmly nxed and heid in its place. 
At the opposit end of the joint from 
the screw-threads the casting is en- 
larged to receive two sleeves of phosphor- 
bronze containing a large percentage 
of aluminium. These sleeves form the mova- 
ble part of the joint, and after * placed 
in the casting are carefully packed. The out- 
side end of the sleeve is furnished witha 
thread into which the pipe is screwed, so 
that as the pipe expands or contracts the 
sleeve moves in and out of the casting and 
accommodates itself to the varying lengths 
of the pipes. In these joints the play is 
about twelve inches, and they are introduced 
every 100 or 150 feet. The maximum expan- 
sion or contraction for which they will pro- 
vide will not be over four to six inches, so 
there is ample provision for expansion and 
contraction. h one of the expansion 
joints is placed in a manhole, so that it is 
perfectly accessible for inspection and re- 


pairs. 

On the fixed end of the joint is a valve 
and beyond this valve in the casting of the 
joint is a side outlet also provided with a 
valve. By opening a side-valve the water can 
be discharged from the main into a conduit 
provided for that purpose. The joint can be 
cooled off for repacking, which could be done 
in afew hours. To prevent the radiation ot 
heat from the pipes an asbestos covering one 
and one half inches thick is put over the 

ipe, four inches above this a substantial 

rick arch is built, then an air space of two 
inches is left and another brick arch is built, 
making a masonry subway in which the 


pipes run. 
The supply main pipe is made extra strong 
and capable of bearing a pressure of 2.000 
pounds and upwards. This is to prevent acci- 
dents. The water is delivered to the customers 
of the company in their buildings ata temper- 
ature of 420° Fahrenheit, which corresponds to 
250 pounds pressure, so there is a large margin 
left to guard against accident. As a further 
precaution against accidents and damages 
through breakages from any cause a cleck- 
valve has been put in each section of pipe, 
and in case of a break of any kind only the 
water between the two check-valves can es- 
cape, as they will close automatically, and 
the amount of water so escaping will only 
be twenty cubic feet, which can be easily 
vaken off by the conduit. The greater por- 
tion is absorbed by the asbestos covering, 
which must be renewed. Ai each coupling 
an opportunity for a house connection is given 
and inch pipe is used for the supply and 
two-inch pipe for the return, This inch pipe 
1s made of copper, and is carried to the ed 
of the sidewalk in a creosoted pine box. * 
this point it is provided with a three-wa 
valve, from which three houses are supplie 
by means of a half-inch pipe usually. This 
service is calculated to supply heat for any 
pees requiring a temperature of 400° or 
ess, whether for cooking, chemical opera- 
tuons, or any branch of manufacture. 

There are two waysof using the heat in 
houses. The superheated water can be in- 
troduced directly into a radiator which may 
be used as furnaces for heating purposes, or 
it may be introduced into a converter which 
may be of cylindrical shape, and where it is 
permitted to expand into superheated steam 
and then sent through the building in the 
ordinary steam pipes. This is perhaps the 
most interesting part of the heating process. 
The heat is as it were kept in very small and 
convenient compass until it becomes neces- 
sary to distribute it through the buildings. 
It then or rather that which conveys it 
is expanded for distribution, and when it has 
done its work is again reconvert- 

reduced to about half its vol- 
ume at the point of introduction, and 
conveyed back through the waste pipe again 
in reduced volume. Between the converter 
and the street the pipe is fitted with a reduc- 
ing valve, which works automatically. This 
is set at the pressure uired for use, and 
water is allowed to w into the boiler, 
where, as soon as the pressure is removed, 
the heat contained in the water converts it 
into steam. Thereis a steam-gage on the 
side of the converter which registers the 
pressure in it, and the setting of the valve:is 
an easy matter. A safety valve also con- 
nects with the converter, which is for 
use in case the valve should get out of order. 
the exhaust water runs into the return 
and is curried back to the station. 
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is far less costly, its promoters claim, than 
steam heating. The pi are small and not 
costly. Each system of generating boilers 
will supply about a square mile of buildings. 
There if a series of boilers in the central 
station, and when the demand for heat is 
light only one or two of them need be used, 
and water sent through the pipes at a low 
rate of speed. As the demand increases the 

umps can be sent along faster, new boilers 
— into use, and the heat will remain 
constant in the supply-pipe. That the method 
will be soon in operation in Chi does not 
admit of much doubt. The City Council will 
doubtless be applied to for a franchise which 
will enable the Eastern company which con- 
trols the affair to commence operations here. 
It is time that the City Fathers and the citi- 
zens 8 begun their investigations in 
reference to it.

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~—But Christianity Not Responsible— 
Pagan Oaths—Attempts to Suppress 
Swearing—The Habit Had Its Origin in 
Dread of Failsehood—An Astonished 
Priest—The Blasphemous Itallan. 


Davenport (Ia.) Democrat: It is not a pleas- 
ing truth to tell, yet to our shame it must be 
said that in the matter of profanity, blas- 
phemy, and drunkenness the Christian has 
the field and holds it against all comers— 
holds it bestially—shamefully. As the field 
is rather long and wide let us drop that much 
of it as relatesto drinking and consider 
swearing Only. This unholy practice can be 
but touched upon in the space allowed. 

Swear not at all! This is a most positive 
command. You will find it in the Bible 
Matt. v., 34—you will find the same in effect 
in other books and verses, and yet the 
same good Book, while it declares against 
all swearing, teaches people how to 
swear. Swearing was in existence as a cus- 
tom long before the time of Christ. The 
Greeks and Romans swore by Jupiter and 
by Minerva, the Christian swears by God, 
by Mary and her Son, by all that is most 
holy, pure, and sacred. In this regard, then, 
as in some others, perhaps the pagan and 
Christian stand on the same ground. 

But Christianity is not responsible for the 
invention of the custom, whatever may be said 
of the part it takes in its perpetuity. When 
this latter and better faith reached Europe it 
found people swearing by their swords, and 
by their spears and javelins, by the skulls of 
dead men, and by their gods—and even to 
this day a favorit Servian oath is Taku mi 
suntza, So help me sun. The early Christian 
could not overcome these fierce test-oaths of 
heathendom. He had oaths of his own. 
What he did do as time rolled on was to 
change the pagan forms of swearing to his 
own forms. He did not interfere with oaths 
taken upon the keen edge of the sword or by 
the poisoned arrow, but these implements he 
sanctified ceremonially—dedicated them to 
some mighty saint, which made the oaths 
and wounds effective. 

That the Christians made strong effort to 
check some forms of the evil is evident, for 
even in Justinian’s time we find that swear- 
ing by the hmbs ot God was punishable b 
death, and that by the statutes of Donaid V 
the penalty of cutting out the tongue was in- 
flicted upon swearers. So, too, in the time of 
Charlemagne and Philip II. impious swearing 
was followed by drowning in the Seine; and 
the Council of Constantinopie excommuni- 
cated even the sweurers of heathen oaths. 

As to the origin of the habit, it must be 
conceded that it arose from an intense dread 
of faisehood. For this reason the witness 
must be sworn ere he can testify; so, too, in 
order that he may be believed, the most ordi- 
nary statements of the profane are buttressed 
by an oath. And so it bermeates all branches 
of society, and becomes so 1 com- 
mon that neither the talker nor the listener 
can give good reason for the pernicious in- 
dulgence. 

The customs of swearing are curious. The 
style of it varies constantly. “If I should 
ever betake myself to swearing,” says Sir 
John, “I shall give little concern as to 
the fashion of the oath. Odd’s bodikins will 
do well enough for me.” He has no end of 
followers. is oath, if restored to English, 
would read by God's body,” and all such as 
play the pious dodge a say “by Gosh,” 
which is only by God,” and I'll be darned”’ 
instead of ' be damned,” and by Zounds” 
for “by God's wounds’’—these, and many 
more of tre same sort, are but followers of 
Sir John Hazlewood. r-coated 
sort of profanity—swearing in baa English— 
may not shock the ear so much, but it is not 
less mean and pernicious than the genuine 
article. 

These bastard words come from hibi- 
tion. The laws of old and new land 
being stringent against swearers, costing 
many a wretch his tongue or life—and the 
profane tendency being great, such words as 
“gosh” and *“‘darn’’ and dum“ and con- 
dum,” and “consarn,” “S’death” and 
*Zounds,” and many more, were brought 
into the and betoken great v 
ity with a marked intent to deceive. 

There is a difference, however, between 
profanity and vuigarity. The Jap and China- 
man do not swear as their Christian brethren 
do, but they are most vile in their obscenity 
—so much so that even a volley of par- 
alytic oaths would seem to purify the air. 
Among Christian cuss words” many are 
found that have no reference to the powers 
above—are not blasphemous. Such as refer 


to the Devil and his home and works are not- 


profane, but in their great vulgarity became 
almost as bad. 

Profanity has an amusing side. “I don’t 
care a cent“ isan expression that startles 
no one; but when one says he don't care a 
darn,“ he becomes meanly vulgar in his 
adulteration of I don’t care a damn.“ But 
should one say I don’t care a dam,” it would 
be equivalent to saying I don’t care a cop- 
per,“ for in India the minutest piece of 
money 1s known asadam. Mr. Trevelyan, in 
his Life of Lord Macaulay,“ states positive- 
lv that the Duke of Wellington invented this 
oath. So, too, with the expression, I don’t 

ive adam,” has found its way across the 

road ocean from its India home. To the un- 
informed it has a lurid flash, but has not, 
since the speaker, if he knows what heis 
talking about, merely expresses in the lowest 
form of Hindoo coinage his utter contempt 
for the value of the thing ailuded to. 

1 don't care a curse.“ The declaration 
may seem startling—even wicked—and to 
hear one say that the article in view is Not 
worth a curse.“ is to become disgusted with 
his profane condition of mind. But it is 
better to wait and analyze a little. All is not 
gold that glitters, neither is all profanity 
that leans that way. By close examination 
of some early English you will be amused to 
find that the object that the feilow expresed 
contempt for was not a curse (across) but a 
— sprig of which is about the cheapest 
marketable vegetable imaginable. So this 
takes the curse from the whole matter and 
leaves the poor little cress as the measure of 
disdain. 

Being in a foreign land where every 
sound was strange and beggars fairly 
swarmed, an accident happened—nothing 
serious—only an under-teen girl fell down 
and bumped her nose. She cned, of course, 
and what she said was O God! 0 God not 
these words exactly, but what meant the 
same. What in her grief she said was to our 
ears pure English, of which she knew no 
syliabie. Curious to understand what the 
words reaily meant we asked for informa- 
tion. Why,“ said Beppo, the guide, 0 
dio, O dio—O God, O God! Just as 
your English children speak.”

EVENTS AT MILWAUKEE. 


Carpeles’ Effort to Get the Tiller Reward 
—A Young Man's Crimes—Notes. 

Mitwavuker, Wis., May 7.—[{Special.]|—The 
suit of Philip Carpeles of this city against 
the Adams Express Company is set for trial 
in the United States Court at Chicago next 
week. The action grows out of a claim for a 
$9,000 reward for tle arrest of Prentice Tiller 
in this city five years ago. Tiller while em- 
ployed asaclerkinthe express company’s 
office at St. Louis embezzled $65,000 in cash. 
While on his way to Canada he stopped in 
Milwaukee and left his satchel contain- 
ing the money at Carpeles’ § store 
with instructions to ship it in a 
trunk to Detroit. After Tiller had 
left the store the satchel was accidentally 
opened, when two of tne clerks discovered 
dne money. They notified Mr Carpeles, who 
informed the police. The next morning 
Tiller called at the store to inquireif his 
satchel had been shipped. Mr. Carpeles 
called in a detective who was in waiting out- 
side and had Tiller arrested. whe express 
company had offered $5,000 for ‘Tiller’s ar- 
rest and 10 percent of all the money re- 
covered. There was so much wrangling 
as to how the reward should be divided that 
it was two years before the express company 
paid a cent of it. Then it was divided 
between the detective who made the ar- 
rest, ex-Chief of Police Wasson, 
the two clerks who made the discovery, 
and Agent Parker of the United States Ex- 
press Company, who had some hand in the 
deal. Carpeles did not receive a cent, ai- 
though claim the entire reward. For a 
long time Mr. Carpeles tried to get service in 
a suit on seme of the express company’s offi- 
cials in this State, but failing in this brought 
suit for the entire reward in the United 
States Court at Chicago. Whenthe reward 
was paid the two clerks resigned their posi- 
tions with Mr. Carpeles, and one of them 
since died from alcoholism, having squan- 
derea his little forfune in drink. Tiller was 
recently released from the Missouri Peniten- 
tiary, where he had served five years for the 
robbery. 

J. F. Pridham, under arrest here for steal- 
ing an overcoat, was recognized today asa 
former employé of the St. Paul Railway 
Company. While — a responsible posi- 
tion with the company in 1 he was ar- 
rested for extensive forgeries and sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment. Through the 
influence of his parents, who, it 1s said, are 
wealthy residents of Boston, he was par- 
doned the following year and left the State. 
Pridham claims that he had been employed 
in the Southwestern Association office in 
Chicago. Becoming dissipated, he returned 
to Milwaukee and stole an overcoat. 

The body of John Darling, who escaped 
from the House of Correctior last week, was 
found yesterday in Muskegon Lake, and it is 
supposed he committed suicide. Darling was 
serving a four months’ term fer mansiaugh- 
ter, having through careless driving caused 
the death of Welch in the Town of 
Greenfield.

FREE-TRADERS AND PROTECTIONISTS. 


A Philadelphia Paper on the Blunder of 


the Ultras. 

Philadelphia Telegraph (Rep.): There is 
one exceedimgly important fact which it is 
most desirable—essential, even, if the hope 
of success is not to be abandoned ‘in Novem- 
ber—that the responsible managers of the 
Republican party should pay prompt and 


serious attention to. It is that, during the 


last three years, notonly has the sentiment 
in favor of tariff revision increased to an 
extraordinary degree, but many of those who 
only alittle while ago advocated simply a 
slight reduction of high duties are now 
strongly contending for a tariff for revenue 
only. The Western States, which with 


dut one or two exceptions were conceded 


strongholds of Republicanism, invulnerabiy 
heid against Democratic assault, have since 
the campaign of 1884 shown alarming signs 
of surrendering to the party in power. Mich- 
igan, which until quite recently was regard- 
ed as being as solidly founded in Republican- 
ism as the rock is in the earth, will this year, 
it is said, be in doubt—a change which is as 
dangerous to Republican National success as 
it is suggestive. Since 1884 Republican Sta 
conventions in Indiana, Minnesota, Nebras- 
ka, and Iowa have demanded tariff revision— 
that of Minnesota asking for “a simplifica- 
tion and reduction of certain duties; that 
of Iowa deciaring that duties should be re- 
duced ”’; that of Indiana stating that, “In our 
opinion the duties should be reduced as low 
as will be allowed by a wise observance of 
the necessity to protect that portion of our 
manufactures and labor whose prosperity is 
essential toour National safety and inde- 
pendence.”’ . | 
The Republican party cannot ever regain 
power so long as the South remains Demo- 
cratic without the assistance of those West- 
ern States whose preponderatingly large ag- 
ricultural communities are daily growing 
more and morein favor. not of free trade, 
but of judicious tariff revision or reduction. It is 
notable that not only in the West has the 
number of journals which oppose high duties 
increased, but it has increased in the East 
aiso. High protection was not a Republican 
inciple until a late day. President Grant’s 
rst message in 1869 said that the revenues 
ot the country are greater than tke uire- 
ments, and may with safety be reduced,“ and 
he further said that he thought it at once 
“advisable to modify the taxation and tariff 
in instances where unjust or burdensome 
discriminations are made by the present 
laws, and he proposed the taxes and 
the revenues from imports might be reduced 
safely from $60,000,000 to 000,000, which 
latter sum is not much, if any, greater than 
would be effected by the Mills bill. In his 
message of 1870 he declared himself in favor 
of „a tariff for revenue,“ but at that time a 
tariff for revenue meant—and he so under- 
stood it—a protective tariff. Republican 
State convention platforms prove that the 
Republicans generally were favorable to a 
revenue tariff only, but there 18 none which 
does not distinctly deciare for protection, 
either incidental or direct, while advising 
reduction. 
Itis contended that the Republicans of 
1888 have turned their backs upon the 
ublicans of 1862, of 1869, of 1870, and of 1878 
or the reason that “they now demand pro- 
tection for the sake of tection.”” With 
the single exception of the quotation from 
Mr. Morrill’s speech in introducing the Tariff 
bill of 1863, which is, This is intended as a 
War measure, a temporary measure, and we 
must as such give it our support,” there is 
nothing shown which disproves that the Re- 
publicans of the earlier time were, as those 
ot the present are, protectionists and not 
revenue tariff’ men. The only mistake the 
Republicans in Congress are now making is 
that of not reeiving that f re- 
vision, or uciion even, is not free 
trade, but that if they persist 
in o — iy Paley efforts at revision, 
even though upon tective principles, 
they may force free trade to the front. 
There is great danger that they will do so by 
their suicidal opposition to just and wise re- 
vision. Public journals which three years 
ago would have most satisfactorily accepted a 
protective tariff on the basis of the reduction 
ot excessive duties are now emboldened by 
public clamor against unnecessarily and often 
oppressively high duties to demand a tariff 
for revenue only without any protective-sav- 
ing in it. This change for the worse is 
lar the result of Republican obstruction 
to revision; the belief is growing rapidly that 
they are maintaining high duties to maintain 
the monopolistic trusts ana the specially fos- 
tered capitalistic interests, that they are pro- 
tecting the rich against the poor, and if this 
belief continues to grow by Republican ob- 
struction of revision it will destroy the party 
which creates it.

Mahone Losing His Grip—Not Over One-

BLAINE MIGHT ACCEPT. 


IMPORTANT INFORMATION BROUGHT 
TO THIS COUNTRY FROM PARIS. 


— 


Levi F. Morton Tells a Story to the Effect 
that Blaine Will Accept if the Repub- 
lican Nomination Be Tendered to Him— 
Hint About a Letter Already in the 
Hands of a Friend on This Side of the 
Water. 

New York, May 5.—[Special to the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer.}—The most important bit of 
political information of the day is that which 
Levi P. Morton brought back from Paris, to 
the effect that Mr. Blaine will write no more 
letters of any kind to any one about the forth- 
coming contest for the Presidential nomina- 
tion of his party, and that Mr. Blaine will ac- 
cept the Republican nomination if it is ten- 
dered to him. Mr. Morton has refused to be 
interviewed on the subject of Blaine's candi- 
dacy, which all the more confirms his infor- 
mation to his friends, and shows that it was 
given to him in his social contact with Mr. 
Blaine in France. The relations of the two 
men have always been close and friendly. 
The support given to Morton’s candidacy for 
United States Senator by some of Blaine's 
friends gave him the reputation of being sup- 


ported by Mr. Blaine himself. Mr. Blaine 


was his guest while in New York on several 
occasions, and his present declaration about 
Mr. Blaine has already made several fledge- 
ling canaidates heart-sick. It will also have 


the effect of bringing Mr. Blaine's friends 


all over the country into a more perfeęt un- 
derstanding. Within two or three weeks 
there have been signs that they were drift- 
ing apart, and had nocommon purpose. The 


support giveu to Mr. Blaine in three National 
Conventions of his party has no parallel in 


history. The courage of the 306 who stood 
for Grart at Chicago has been lauded to the 


skies, but there have been more than 306 
prominent members of the Republican party 
| who have attended three National Con ven- 
tions in succession to work for their tavorit, 


the statesman of Maine. The Blaine 
following will be much the same in 
the coming convention as in that of 
1884, and that of 1880. From Maine will 
come Joe Manley and Boutelle; from Con- 
necticut, Fessenden and Miles; from New 
York, Robertson, Hiscock and Roberts; 
trom New Jersey, Hobart and Phelps; from 
Arkansas, Roots and Clayton; from Cali- 
fornia, Morrow and Hammond; from Colorado 
will come Hamill and Moffatt; and from 
otber States men who have fought like these 
for sixteen years to put Mr. Blaine in the 
White House. The break in the line has 
come from the open candidacies of Harrison 
and Allison. Iowa has always been solid for 
Blaine since he became a candidate. Indiana 
has always helped him. Harrison and Allison 
have both suberdinated themselves to Biaine. 
Their friends are already talking seriously 
of standing out against the Blaine sentiment 
and. breaking up the magnificent column 
that stood so long together. This had made 
the Blaine leaders in the East hesitate and 
stop to debate the situation. 

If they stand as closely together for any of 
their friends as they did for Biaine they can 
nominate him. But the trouble has been that 
each man wants to name the legatee. Big 
Steve Elkins is for Blaine. He says it is a 
nonsense to talk of anybody but Blaine. 
Clarkson is hot for Allison and demandiag 
with considerable show of stubbornness that 
the Blaine people shall give their strength to 
his candidate. Will‘'am Walter Jy ye will 
be presented by New Jersey, and if he can- 
not get first place will be contented with sec- 
ond. So far the Blaine leaders are only 
They have been Aoldin 
a series of conferences here for a week, at whic 
it has become plainly and . distinct- 
ly apparent that, unless they unite 
again on Blaine, there is no _ prospect 
that they will keep together. This has 
been the outcome of their talks here. Mean- 
while the letters and cablegrams are going 
over to Mr. Blaine at a furious rate. Allison 
is said to havea letter from Mr. Blaine, in 
which he urged Allison to come outas a 
candidate, and said emphatically that he 
would not bein his way. Allison’s friends 
are demanding that Mr. Blaine shall back up 
his promise by a letter in which he shall re- 
fuse to accept the nomination if tendered to 
him, and thus stop any of his friends from 
using his name. ‘They allege that they have 
discovered that the word has been sent into 
a number of States to elect Blaine delegates, 
notably in Virgina and West Virginia. 
Clarkson of Iowa has the Chairmanship of 
the Committee of Arrangements for the Chi- 
— Convention and the distribution of 
tickets. That gives him a big power, and he 
proposes to use it for Ais candidate. In 
spite of their inability to agree upon 
uny one man after Blaine is out 
of the way, the Blaine leaders 
in the Eust still believe that they will agree 
on Blaine uimself at the proper time. Just 
how Mr. Blaine can be brought before the 
convention without stultifying himself in 
his letter of withdrawal does not yet appear. 
There is some talk that a letter will be pre- 
pared asking him to withdraw his withdraw- 
alor reconsider his purpose, to which the 
signatures of prominent Republicans in every 
State in the Union will be affixed. This 
would permit him to come gracefully into 
candidacy again. It ismore likely, however, 
that the Blaine forces will be judiciously dis. 
tributed among other candidates, and, after a 
few ballots have been taken, will begin to 
vote for him without any announcement of 
his candidacy. It is said here that a letter 
from Mr. Blaine is already in the hands of a 
friend on this side of the water in which he 
says that he would accept the nomination if 
it should now be tendered to him [I], as, after 
hisavowal of a wish to avoid the nomina- 
tion, such a nomination must be recognized 
as unsought. 

Gen. Alger of Michigan was here today, 
and there is some talk that he is getting a 
number of the old Blaine men to vconsider 
him favorably as a candidate. The New Jer- 
sey and Connecticut leaders regard him with 
much favor, and as they are doubtful States 
will have much influence for him.

Profitable Machines. 


“Few people have any idea of the amount of 
money taken in by the automatic weighing ma- 
chines which one sees in the cerridors of the ho- 
tels and other public places,“ says the Philadel- 
phia Zines, ‘They are opened every week, and 
the coin is found in a canvas bag attached to the 
machine. The act of unscrewing this bag to 
take it out has the effect of automatically closing 
it, so that no one but the proper person can get 
at any of the contents.

After repeated delays, he says, 
he was surprisea one day to find the place leased 
to John A, Stevens, a man of no financial stand- 
ing, and whose only means of paying for the 
loease was on borrowed money. He now asks tite 
court to insist that Owing shall keep to his 
original bargain. The case was not concluded 
when court adjourned.

"CANINE VIOLATORS OF THE LAW. 
Smuggling Carried On by Dogs Aleng the 


The shooting of a big dog by a French cus- 
tom-house officer in the North of France the 
other day has given rise to some queer dog 
stories in the French papers. The officer 
shot the dog because he was suspiciously fat. 
The post-mortem examination revealed the 
fact that the animal wore a leather 
coat made to look hke his own skin, 
and skillfully fastened at the shoulders 
and haunches in such a way as to completely 
conceal the ends in the hair.

Belgian frontier smuggiing with the aid 
of trained dogs is said to be a n 
business. Cigars, jewelry, and laces const 
tute the trade. The ani receive a special 
training for their . The practice 
consists in traveling from one place in Bel- 
gium to another in ce and vice versa, 
avoiding the highroads and the revenue- 
men. The latter they are taught by bitter 
experience to avoid, for the smugglers 
who train them keep a good s upp On of —_ 
forms of revenue officers on 
uniforms are donned by confederates —— 
the dogs have never seen, and these fellows 
beat and stone the dogs unmereifully. The 
result is that the dogs run whenever they 
see a genuine officer. When the dog is start- 
ed off on his journey with his load the smug- 
gler sets out for the same vanes, but he takes 
the direct route, or traveis boldly by rail, 
caring, of course, nothing for any inspection 
of his baggage. 

There was a famous dog of this kind in 
Maubeuge. He made the fortune of his mas- 
ter by carrying laces across the French fron- 
tier. His natural color was white, but he 
wore all sorts of disguises. Sometimes he 
was biack, sometimes he was brown, and 
sometimes he was a mighty shick shaggy fel- 
low. He was called Cute ( 12 and he was 
well worthy ot tne name. rice was but 
upon his head and all sorts oka traps and ambus- 
cades were prepared for him. is said that 
once he crossed the frontier dis 
innocent sheep dog, traveling with a flock of 
sheep. His death was quite tragic. Cute 
died in harness like a hero. He was chased 
by the revenue officers and repeatedly fired 
upon. In swimmin 3 the Escante he 
was mortally woun thy he managed to 
reach the shore, — e died. Laces valu 
at 15,000 francs were found in his reversible 
overcoat.—New York Sun. 


Two Anecdotes of the Late Emperor.

When the Czar Alexander II. visited Wünelm 
at Ems they used to sit down in the Brunnen 
pesapanee and chat together. As soon as it 

came known that the two great Emperors 
could be so easily seen the promenade quickly 
became crowded. The Czar was troubled and 
irritated by the public curiosity, and wished to 
move away, but the Kaiser never felt any dis- 
taste for the loyal swarming of the German peo- 
ple. However, one morning, in order to comply 
with the Czar’s wish, he rose to go, when he 
caught sight of Prince Bismarck coming alon 
the promenade, “Ah,”’ said he, “now we shal 
have quiet.

Look there,“ respon ed t the Kaiser, pointing to 
the man whom they

When the people catch sight of Bismarek they 
will run after him and leave us alone.”
